Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 



May it please your Excellency, 

Having in the Report for the year 1846 entered with considerable General oleer- 
minuteness into a deml of the history, character, and management of the lunatic vations. 
institutions of this country, as well as of the measures rendered necessary to pro- 
vide for the exigencies of a department which was then but recently placed under 
our exclusive charge, we now respectfully submit to your Excellency a state- 
ment of the several matters which, during the intervening period, have engaged 
our official attention. Under the provisions of the acts 5th and 6th Vic., c. 123, 
and 8th and 9th Vic., c. 107, our duties, which. are of a very comprehensive 
nature extend not only to the superintendence of district, local, and private 
asylums and the management of details connected with them, but also to the 
inspection of every hospital, gaol, bridewell, and poorhouse in which lunatics are 
confined The visitations made by us to these different establishments within the 
last two years have been consequently most numerous, amounting, as appears by 
our quarterly accounts, to the number of 564, with an aggregate travelled 
tanee of over 14,600 miles. From personal observ-ation, as well as from the 
result of inquiries on these manifold occasions, w'e feel justified in stating, that 
whilst with some few exceptions, the interests of the insane poor of this kingdom 
have been duly regarded in the last-named institutions, as far as their limited 
capabilities would admit of, our district asylums are deserving of the highest 
commendation for the efficient manner in which they are conducted, the attention 
bestowed on them by the local Governors, and for the zeal and suceesstul treat- 
ment of the visiting physiciatfs. It affords us further gratification to bear 
testimony to the liberarspirit which prevails throughout all classes towards a 
department of the public service, with which we are officially connected; and 
we believe that no reasonable amount of money would be demed by the country 
at large, that could be profitably expended in promoting the recovery, or securing 
additional comforts to the destitute insane. The loans originally advanced by GoTen^ent ad- 
Government for the purchase of sites, and the erection of existing asylums, in 
propesrofr^ are nearly liquidated, rvMlat the quarterly lasues 
from tlie treasury for their maintenauce, are punctually refunded by ^and jury 
presentments, in equable proportiou from the respective cities and counties 

o“oM we have made the dietay clothiug, bedding the 

in-door and out-door oeeupation, the classification and rehgious exercise of the 
patients special subjects of investigation, as well as other matters connected with 
■the generM expenditure, internal conation, and domestic economy of the irttu- 
tionf themselves; as in former Reports the utility of such mquiries has hem Mly 
adverted to. in the present we need only remark for your ExcellenoVs satis- 
faction, that an onward progress m improvement stdl continues. 1 he non- 
restraint system , is efficiently maintained without the occurrence of a single 
accident; md the humane example of the resident managers and matrons, who

seem devoted to the well-being of the insane, is practically followed by the sub- 
officers. That habits of industry are far from being incompatible 
Lbliwl debcicney of intellect, is satisfactorily 

exhibited by the employment of lunatics and idiots in our district asylums; where 
mdependeiit of farming operations and common household trades, many are 
employed m the manufacture of cloth, linen, lace, &e„ the saving from which 
amounted m the last two years to £3,6il9. We would here take the opportunity 
to suggest, that a certain portion of the net profits might be both charitablv and 
judiciously laid aside for the benefit of convalescents, particularlv females so as 
to secure them a temporary support after their discharge, and 'to obviate the 
danger of a relapse from penury and destitution. 

present but three district asylums which are not regularly 
attended by paid chaplains; and though visited from time to time bv the paro- 
to h! es such visits are gratuitous and uncertain, we have rcc'ommended 

to the boards the propriety of adopting a system which elsewhere has been found 
beneficial. In one oi the establishments referred to objections may arise from 
the variety of rehgious persuasions in it ; but as a large proportion of the inmates 
belong to the Established and Roman Catholic Churches, it is highly desirable 
otherrgenS™ Presbyterian clergyman for the 

,t. Withi the iL year a vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Parsons, superin- 
tendent to the Carlow Asylum, has been filled by the nomination of Doctor 
Esmonde White, formerly the visiting physician. As the principle thus recog- 
nised ly your Excellency, of appointing professional gentlemen to the office of 
resident managers, is to_ be cai-ried out for the future in our hospitals for the insane 
a modification of existing regulations will be advisable, in order to define the 
respective duties of the medical attendants, and at the same time, to establish an 
eqiiable system of salaries and wages for the officers and servants of these 
institutions. Whilst we most unwillingly allude to a gross violation of confidence 
which, on our report to your Excellency, in the course of last year, led to the 
immediate dismissal of the physician to the Ballinasloe Asylum,' we have every 
re^on to commend the nomination of his successor. Dr. Colahan 

By reference to the Pai-liamentary Report of 1846, it will appear that on mature 
consideration, and after an extensive correspondence had taken place between 
Government and the authorities throughout the kingdom, it was decided to pro- 
vide additional accommodation for the insane poor of Ireland, both bv an 
enlargement of some of the existing, and by the construction of six new district 
asylums, independent of the central institution at Dundrum, then, under the 
provisions of a special act about to be commenced, and now nearly completed 
f ei-‘^ction, viz., at Cork. Killarney, Sligo, and 
former, which are the more advanced, will, we anticipate be 
available for the reception of patients in the course of a twelvemonth: those 
at Sligo and Omagh probably not for a yeai’ later. Tbe remaining two, to be 
situate near Kilkenny and Mullingar, are not as yet begun; but the sites for 
.r® y <^^oseu, tlie plans and contracts asecuted, and all arrangements 
c nciuded. These six asylums are calculated to 

attoid loom foi 1 300 additional inmates, and will have attached to them col- 
IGO statute acres. In order to judge of their comparative 
he^thfulness, w^e visited the various localities proposed as sites, both separately 
and m company with the Commissioners of Public Works, with whom we com- 
municated personally and by letter on many points appertaining to the internal 
stiucture, and to such out-door arrangements as we thought best suited to hos- 
pitals for the insane. ^The buildings will be three stories high, and though in 
e abstract an elevation of two only is preferable for lunatic institutions, we 
fully coincide m the cogency of a just economy on the part of the Commissioners 
m the decision they have arrived at, the more so, as every facility we could desii-e 
has been atlopted to secure a judicious system of classifiiition. 

With to the alterations, and contingent additions, alluded to in 

the Report of 1846, and approved of by Government, for the then existing 
decided progress has been effected, in consequence of 
many unloreseen and unavoidable difficulties — some connected with the general 
epression of the times, and others with the necessary delay attendant on 
w communications between the Executive, the Governors, and Board 
or works. Whilst the contemplated measures were to effect a series of improve-

ineiits generally as regarded iafirmarics, cliapels, kitchens, laundrios, and wrirk- 
sliops, the prinV'ipal increase of accommodation was intended for tho Belfast. 

Richmond, and Ballinaslue districts ; and with such increase a suitable propor- 
tion of land was, if necessary, to be purchased. At Belfast, although an ample Belfast .Vsjlum. 
quantity of farm had been already attached to the institution, even for prospective 
purposes, the building itself being situate at one side of the grounds, and that 
side unfortunately the most adjacent to, and bordering on the town, it wiis 
deemed advisable to obtain possession of about thirteen statute acres, to atford 
space for a subsidiary wing, and to prevent the too near approach of factories. 

The question of purchase was before the Governors for more than a year, when, 
at a special meeting of the whole board, it was decided in the affirmative. 

Having attended at the several discussions, we deem it but jiust to state, that 
the di&rence of opinion amongst the Governors had no reference to the abstract 
cost, but to the expediency of the purchase itself. As the point is now finally 
settled by an Order of Council, and the plans and contracts already under con- 
sideration, the buildings will be forthwith commenced. 

On the memorial of the Governors of the Ballinasloe Asylum, who fully com- BaiiniisloeAslyiim 
cided with us in the necessity of procuring an increase of ground ami aecotumo- 
dation, the requisite steps wore directed by Government, and the Board oi 
"Works have already conimeuced operations, ^\e anticipate a most beneficial 
result from the erection of a commodious infirmary in this ostabh.^ilmient, 
from the want of one, and other structural deficiencies, we attribute inuch oi' tlm 
mortality that occurred in it during the last two years. The e.xtension of thus 
asylum will be available for eighty beds. 

With regard to the Richmond, or metroiiolitan district, the amount qfyxpciuu- Richmond .V.sylui». 
ture is so serious, whether the present institution be modified by additions, and 
the erection of a smaller hospital for the insane on the adjacent groumls or else- 
where, or bv establishing a new asylum altogether at a groaterdistance Ironi the 
city, and one adequate to meet ail demands upon it, that no ultimate decision has 
been as yet arrived at. A lengthened correspondence has taken place between 
the Commissioners and Inspectors on the subject, and tho question « »ow, bv 
your Excellency's desire, referred for the consideration and opinion ot tlio local 

*’°The district .mlum at Clomnel is at present undergoing extensive repairs and CI«oni.l 
alterations which have been suggested from time to time. ^ W heu fimshcd thej 
will materiallv add to the comfort and convcnieuce ot the institution. 

Since the last Report an exchange of land was made at the Linicnck Asvhm, 
and as the four additional acres purchased at the city side will raider the budding 
more detached and airy, an object of paramount importance is obtained. ^ 

Although no structural alterations to any extent have taken place ioi the last J 

two years in the other public hospitals for the insane ot this kingdom, with 
increased facilities for comfort, cleanliness, and ventilation, they are gradually 
losing much of their prison-like appearance by the 
heavy fastenings, by the enlargement of windows, ivhere practicable, 
imr a more clieorful aspect to the galleries, rooms, and corridors— m slioit, liy 
till substitution of agreeable objects in place of those winch, " 
tering to security, give a gloomy character to the promises 
the overcrowded state of these institutions— as, lor examille, the Callow 
originally calculated for 104, but now without any proportional increase ot aecom- 
mSoa ooutaiuing 196 patieiits-tliat, apprehensive of the inconvenience and 
excitement which would ensue amongst the patients whilst the works are going 
T from a wmnt of subsidiai'V apartments, we are unwilling to urge any extensive 
improvements until, on tho establishment of the new district asylums, the lunatics

aberratioQ of a total deprivation of reason. At a period of affaravated 

misery, when individual life depended upon individual exertions, or personal 
appe^s to chanty, it cannot be a matter of surprise that the unprotected lunatic 
or idiot in whom physical debiUty is for the most part combined with mental 
imbecility, should be amongst the first to suffer. Destitution itself was no 
untrequent cause of madness : independent of direct cases, which fell under our 
own cognizance we have unerring testimony to the fact, in the palpable increase 
ot applications for admission to asylums in a diminished population; and in many 
instances it would seem that the insanity arising from starvation was a mere 
prelude to death, as the comforts and remedial treatment of our hospitals were 
found inoperative to restore either health or reason. To these causes, com- 
bmed With an epidemic dysentoy, would we attribute the unusual and extensive 
mortality ^'hich prevailed during 1847, and the commencement of 1848, amongst 
tne mpne. Ihe deaths m district asylums alone amounted in 1847 to 422 and 
m gaols to 122, exceeding those of the preceding year, by 224, and 47 respectively 
In poorhouses the disproportion of mortality between these two years w£ 
much greater, as might be expected, in consequence of the more rapid propaga- 
tion of disease from their overcrowded state. In some of the southern and 
western unions the inmates of the idiot wards were almost all cai-ried off by fever 
or other complaints, and as a case in point we may adduce Bantry, where in 
the course of a few months out of thirteen of these afflicted beings we found but 
three remaining. ® 

With respect_ to w^dering lunatics and imbeciles, amounting, according to 
the returns furnished through the constabulary, to over 6,000, we apprehend that 
ID some remote districts they may be considered almost extinct. At the present 
moment it is not m our power to furnish statistical informatiou on this head-' 
but we trust, m a separate appendix, to be enabled to lay before your Excellency 
an accurate report ot their numbers, classification, and localities 
. We may here express our belief, as the result of observation and inquiry, that 
insanity maU Its varied foms can be occasionally traced, and even through remote 
degrees of rela^fcionship, from its original propagation by wandering idiots and 
imbeciles, and that the practice of intermarriage, which prevails in some districts, 
from a desire of the parties to perpetuate the tenure of land or other property 
amongst their immediate kindred, is not an unfrequent cause of lunacy : in 
evidence of which we might instance the fact of ten of the same family being 
committed m the course of a few years as dangerous lunatics alone to the gaol 
of Monaghan. For a series of years, the statistic.? of insanity exhibit its increase 
m these angdoms, but under peculiar phases and in somewhat different propor- 
tions to the respective populations. In England the number of persons labouring 
? * general mass as 1 to 870, in Scotland and Wales 

1 to 740, and m Ireland 1 to about 900 ; whilst the ratio of the idiotic to 
lunatics would stand m England nearly as 2 to 3, in Wales 2 to 1, and in this 
country as far as can be accurately ascertained as 1 to 2^. It is not our 
province to discuss m the pages of a report the influence that race, climate, 
geographical position, and other local causes may exercise on the production 
of ment^ disease ; neither has our experience as yet supplied us with satisfactory 
data on the subject. It becomes, however, a consideration of no small importance 
to the prospective well-being of society, that ample provision should L made 
to meet an evil of such progressive tendency; and if the measures which we 
would recommend be carried out with regard to placing pauper idiots and epileptic- 
imbeciles, as fit and proper objects, in lunatic asylums, although the expense in 
the first instance maybe greater, the ultimate result will be proportionally bene- 
ficial. It were needless to dwell on the claims which the afflicted beings iust 
referred to should possess on our practical benevolence ; and as no mind, however 
circumscribed Its faculties, is insusceptible of improvement and the influence of 
moral and medical treatment, a fact which experiment has verified both at home 
and ]>ecomes tbe dirty of those on whom Providence has bestowed means 

and intellect _ to raise their fellow-creatures as much as possible, by the philan- 
thropic exercise of both, from the grade of a mere animal existence^ ^ 

Reverting to the district asylums, we find that their statistics show a decided 
decrease of mortality in 1848 ; and in other respects the results of the year are

Compaxing the present with lormer returns it win ue ouserNeu, uiat 
a gradual increase of recoveries has long been yeai'Iy perceptible, the cures reovenes. 
effected within the last twelvemonth exceed the proportion for any similar period 
since the opening of our hospitals for the insane ; and in estimating their pro- 
gressive efficiency it is satisfactory to find, that the facilities for the early 
admission and treatment of patients in the acute and incipient stages of lunacy 
have also advanced in equal proportion. cc • xi 

As our asylums labour under the great disadvantage of not being sufficiently 
large for the extent of their respective districts, and are all, more or less, tilled 
with chronic cases, it would be an unjust criterion to estimate the success oi 
treatment by the per centage of recoveries which may be effected on the av hole 
number of patients in those institutions. There is perhaps no asylum m either 
kinodora more unfavourably circumstanced than the Richmond, which ol itseit 
is adapted to little more than one-half the counties of its district; taking tins 
establishment however, with all the inconveniences of its structural arrangement 
the average of cures effected therein, on acute cases of admission, will be lound 
equal to that of similar institutious in England or elsewhere. 

The raol returns also exhibit two very important resulls namely a ^cm 

in the committal of dangerous lunatics on the one hand, whilst on the other hand, g 
a greater number of them have been removed to district asylums than in iormer

medium through which to secpe admission into the asylum ; for if on application, 
as IS usually the case, no available vacancy offers, the first moment of excitement 
IS seized on by the friends as a favourable opportunity to swear informations, 
on which two magistrates can commit the individual as a dangerous lunatic. We 
have also reasons to beheve, that family disputes, particularly where land or 
other property is in que.stion, have occasionally led to the confinement of indi- 
viduals under the act of 1st Vic., cap. 27, some provocation to an act of violence 
being given in order to bring the party within the more effectual cognizance of the 
law. On the occurrence of such irregularities, we have deemed it our duty to 
interfere by direct communication with the local authorities, or by submittino- the 
case for advice to the^ law officers of the crown ; and on our recommendation the 
attention of the magistracy was specially directed to the subject by the Under- 
secretary, and a circular then issued to the governors of gaols, who now forward 
to our office a copy of the committal aud medical certificate for every dangerous 
or criminal lunatic, of whom we keep an accurate registry. We thus obtain the 
eai'liest intelligence of every case, and can readily detect any informalities which 
may occur in the proceedings of the magistrates. This arrangement further 
enables us to select the most eligible cases for removal to the district asylum, as 
vacancies are duly reported to our office by the respective managers. 

To insure, if possible, a still closer conformity to the law for the “ prevention 
of offences by insane persons in Ireland,” and to remove the great informalities 
heretofore e.xisting in their apprehension and committal, we some time ago drew 
up a specific form for that purpose, which approved of by the law adviser of the 
crown, ha.s been since issued by the Under-Secretary for the guidance of all 
niagistrat(‘s. 

That the regulations thus established, have been to a considerable extent 
effective, is evident from the subsequent decrease of committals, as will be seen 
on reference to the returns in the appendix ; but further improvement is not to 
be anticipated without the aid of more definite legislation on the subject, the 
better to prevent the possibility of abuse, and to protect the interests of society 
at large. 

The w'ards allocated to lunatics in the workhouses of this country, however 
ill-constructed and ill- adapted to the purpose, may be looked upon as so 
many subsidiary depots affording a temporai-y shelter to the insane, in the 
absence of suitable accommodation. Originally intended for idiots, as their name 
implies, these wards become from time to time receptacles for patients labour- 
ing under every type of mental disease. On our visitations we have occasionally 
found in them cases of the most acute mania, requiring a care and vigilance that 
eoulcl not be e.xpectccl from a class of attendants taken out of the general mass 
of paupers, frequently aged and infirm themselves, and whose services are for 
the most part unrequited. If admission to the district asylum cannot he procured 
for individuals thus acutely affected, no alternative is left but to await a vacancy, 
unless in the interim, as usually happens, they are committed to the nearest priso'n 
^ dan^eroiis or perhaps as criminal lunatics. The great majority, however, of the 
insane in unions, may be classified as idiotic, epileptic, and demented, amounting in 
all to 1 ,943. There being no law nor fixed regulation to confine persons labouring 
under these different grades of mental aberration to a continued residence in 
unions, when once admitted, their numbers in them are necessarily subject to 
much fluctuation. Of 130 poorhouses, 124 at present contain a certain propor- 
tion of lunatics, ranging from four to over sixty. In some unions during the 
two past years, such was the pressure from without, and so great the necessity 
Qf hospital accommodation, that the idiot divisions, when not fully occupied, were 
done away with a.ltogether, and made available for general purposes, their former 
inmates being diffused through the paupers at large. We are aware that the 
Commissioners for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, as well as the local authorities, 
are alike sensible of the great inconvenience caused by the residence of the insane, 
no matter of what class, in workliouses, where, generally speaking, cooped up in 
gloomy cells, without any provision for exercise, comfort, or employment, any 
attempt at classification, ormoraltreatment on their behalf, is quite impracticable. 
After a consecutive inspection of the various unions in this kingdom, we addressed 
the Commissioners with reference to an amelioration in the clothing, dietary, 
bedding, &c., of the inmates of the idiot wards, and we are happy to state, that 
directions were at once issued by them, which in most instances have been 
humanely attended to by the Boards and paid Guardians. 
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^\’■e shall now xespeetfully direcfc your Excellency’s attention to the details of 
the criminal lunacy of this kingdom, a subject at all times of much importance, 
but involvin"^ many considerations at the present, in consequence of the asyluni at 
Dundrum, commenced in 1846, under the act 8 and 6 Victoria, cap. 107, being 
nearly completed. The subjoined table affords full statistics of the state of our 
district asviums; and if to 138 the a.!?gregate of all the insane, as specified 
therein, iO be added, confined in gaols for minor olfences, and two for homicide, 
the total amount will be 1G9 crimiual lunatics of every grade.

Tals after admission, six were placed in. district asylums prior to 1840; and it may 
not be uninteresting to observe, in a legal point of view, that whilst the number 
of recoveries, irrespective of any definite period, may be set down tlu-oughout 
the insane generally, as seventy in the lumdi-ed; the proportion of cures in the 
table just given, may be fairly estimated at not more than thirty per cent. — a 
circumstance which affords additional reasons for believing that the plea of lunacy 
in capital crimes has been duly investigated in our courts of justice, and that 
correct decisions have been anlved at. 

The conduct and general demeanour of this afflicted class, \vg are gratified to 
inform your Excellency, has been uniformly good; and we believe that no 
ingenuity could distinguish the criminal lunatic by his actions or habit.s from 
bis more unoffending neighbour. Mach is due on this head to the conside- 
rate attention of the physicians and managei's who treat the.se poor creatures 
with confidence, aud employ thejn promiscuously with the other inmates of their 
respective asylums. In fact, some of the most useful patients, both as regards 
in and out door employment, belong to the class in question, and assist occasion- 
ally as a.ttendauts. A.s no extra keepers ai’e employed to watch over the criminal 
insane, aud in one instance only was an escape effected, the cost of their support 
is not greater than that for the maintenance of the ordinary classes. 

In the course of the two past years we have been officially called on to investigate 
five capita! cases, where the plea of lunacy was represented as a stay to punish- 
ment or trial. The first was that of a man for the murder of his wife, and on 
w'bose behalf a petition was presented to your Excellency, alleging the culprit’s 
insanity. One of the Inspectors was directed to report as to the fact, and 
though the report negatived altogether the existence of mental disease, from 
some extenuating accidents connected with the crime, your Excellency was 
pleased to commute the sentence ; this individual is at the convict depot. The 
second escaped capital punishment from the strong testimony that was submitted 
of his low mental condition, and of a complete obtuseness to all moral feeling. 
Of the three other cases, the first came under the designation of recurrent mania. 
The prisoner being incapable to plead was removed to the district asylum, and 
in the event of recovery, will be arraigned. The tAvo last who were accused of 
murder simulated madness; one of the parties, amongst other feigned symptoms, 
observing for four months an unbroken silence ; they Avere tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to death. 

Haying thus placed before your Excellency the statistics of criminal lunacy in 
this kingdom, with a reference to some causes of its production, Ave Avould further 
beg to state, that the practice of confining criminal lunatics with the ordhiai7 
inmates of district asylums, and against Avhich there existed strong prejudices in 
the public miud, was made a special .subject of investigation by the select committee 
of the House of Lords upon the lunatic poor of Ireland iu”l843, Avhen, amongst 
other important 'measures suggested by their lordships, Avas the “ formation of a 
central establishment for criminal lunatics, under the immediate control and 
direction of the government of Ireland, to bo supported fi'ora the same funds and 
under the system adopted in regard to lunatics in England.” In the propriety of 
this suggestion the late Lord Chancellor Sngden, who took a very deep interest 
in the subject of insanity, fully coincided, and communicated, through Dr. White, 
his views to the committee in the folloAving words : — ’ 

“ Solid objections exist to criminal lunatics being received into district asylums, 
which Avere never intended for prisons. The advantage of bringing together all 
the criminal lunatics under the eye of the Governor (z.c., of the Richmond Asylum, 
where this detached establishment was proposed) is obvious. Their security could 
be easily proAuded foi*, and strangers could be prohibited from visiting that depart- 
ment from curiosity.” 

Subsequently a central institution of the kind was determined on, and a special 
act passed for its construction. We presume it w^as not intended to remove all 
G^es coming under the denomination of “criminal lunatics” from the different 
district asylums to this general depot. In fact, were such the design, a third of 
the number would be already unprovided for ; besides, your Excellency will have 
noticed from a preceding analysis, that the great majority are minor culprits, and 
cannot possibly be regarded in the same ohjecfionable light as those accused of 
the more serious crime of murder. Upon.i'eference to the table, it appears that 
the number of capitally indicted or indictable cases amount to forty-four — twenty- 
.eight males and sixteen females, a disproportion on sex of nearly two to one. 
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■ Wc have further shov/n, a basis of the lost twenty year’s, tlmt such eases 

amounted, ou thf average, to little more than two per annum; and as regards 
the future, it is not reasonable to anticipate an increase in the numbers from a 
diminished pauper population, and one which heretofore .supplied our gaols ami 
asylums with tlicso unfortunate individuals. 

*In the discharge of onr duties we deem it incumbent, irrespective of any other 
consideration, to represent facts, in order that higher authorities may decide 
thereon. Whilst we, therefore, bear a most willing testimony to the general good 
conduct of the unhappy class in question, and to the absence of any unfavourable 
result from their past association with the general inmates of our asylums, %ve at 
the same time fully estimate the principle which influenced the Lords’ committee 
in its recommendation. It rests, then, with your Excellency, to decide whether Appropriation of 
you will appropriate the present central asylum at Dundnun, funiislied vyith iJunitrum AEjium. 
every modern improvement, and capable to accommodate 120 inmates, sixty 
males and sixty females, to the exclusive \jse and occupation of lunatics as a 
criminal depot; or whether you will consider the propriety of recommending 
to the Legislature, according" to the suggestions submitted by the Inspector, 
that it should be altogether and at all times optional with your Excellencv and 
the Irish Government to iiave the criminal classes removed wholly, partially, 
or individually, to anv asylum or asylums your Excellency may select, arrange- 
ments having* been proviouslv made as totally to separate from the ordinary ca.scs 
of insanitv, the lunatics tlnis" tvansforvccl, and to place them under .such surveil- 
lance as mav bo deemed most judicious and consistent with the eml.s of justice. 

Before concluding this part of our llcport. wo would respectfully add, R5o1jmond_.Vsjl^ 
that the Richmond Asvium, similar to the Bethlehem in England (whore a wing 
only is detached for about 100 patients), was originally recommended as the the Beth- 

most approprhite institution for criminal lunatics. We have given the subject lohcm ia England, 
our deepest attention, stimulated by a desire to combine utility with economy, 
both to the country and to Government, by obviating as much as po.ssible the ex- 
pense of transmitting criminal lunatics with their keepers from remote gaols and 
brii lewells to a central depot, and rice versa. By a very slight modification of coun- 
ties and one alto'»ethcr devoid of inconveiucnce, we believe we could, with the 
Dundrum Asylum, meet at this moment all the wants of the metropolitan distnct, 
the gaols of which are far more crowded with lunatics than any other in the king- 
dom’. This institution, built on the most improved system, dehghtiullv situated, 
and having the command of ample grounds and the purest air, is emphatically a 
curative liospital for the insane. Tlic advantages which these arrangomtints pre- 
sent we tru.st will not escape vour Excellency's attention. As pnblie ofticers, it 
were .a dereliction of duty on our part did we omit to state what we believe to 
be the most eligible plan' tor yonr Excellency’s consideration. 



In eomplhance with the provisions, of tbo act of Parliament, 5 and 0 \nc.. 
c. 123, we spcciallv addressed your Excellency and the Lord Chancellor in the 
vear 1347, and again more recently in the month of October last, on tho 
raodition of the pnvate liniatie institutions of this country; having submitted 
to your Execllenev, on both these occasions, all particulars of their internal 
arriuuement, the results of our visitations, and such other matters as seemed at 
the time worthy of record, we slmll now confine ourselves to a few general obser- 
vations on their present condition. , . . Ct. t.„.v 

Your Excellencv is aware that the licensed houses Itept tor private profit belong, 
with one or two exceptions, to members of the medical profession, who either 
reside in them, or are most attentive in visiting their respective establishments. 

We have every reason to believe that the provisions of the act of l arha- 
meiit are duly attended to; and on the whole we can trace a coiitmued im- 
provement in private asyhmis, and in the social habits and condition of their

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Due provision has also been made for religious service, and the patients have 
full opportunity of conforming to their respective persuasions: as the amusements 
and occupations must principally depend on the character of the disease, and the 
progress towai-ds recovery; for those who are not allowed beyond the precincts 
of the asylum various social recreations are provided, such as music, reading, 
drawing, &c.; whilst convalescents in a more advanced stage arc permitted 
to drive, walk out, and occasionally go to concerts, and other places of amusement, 
under proper surveillance; there is every reason to believe that this induigenee 
induces a feeling of contentment, and tends towards the eventual recovery of 
the patients. 

On our various visitations to licensed houses, we have made their domestic 
arrangements particular subjects of inquiry, and amongst other matters, we had 
occasion to direct that a greater variety of diet should be supplied in some, with 
a more suitable attendance on the patients. We also found it our duty to com- 
municate directly with the immediate relatives of parties respecting clothing and 
other requisites, where satisfactory evidence was adduced to show that the 
remonstrance of the superintendent or proprietor had failed in obtaining the 
necessary supply; we required, and in more than one instance, the deficiency to be 
provided for at the asylum. Our interference may have thus occasionally extended 
beyond the special injunctions imposed on us by law; but feeling it incumbent 
as a matter of duty, we have not failed to exercise the discretionary powers vested 
in us by the act of Parliament to the fullest extent, wherever our official inter- 
position could in any way advance the social condition, or promote the comforts 
of the lunatic. 

W 6 regret that as yet no provision exists for the insane, who not being paupers, 
are legally inadmissible into our public institutions, and who at the .same time 
are unable to meet the charges generally made in private licensed houses. The 
individuals in question principally belong to the farming classes, and as they are 
heavily assessed for the erection and support of our district asylums, we think, 
under certain restrictions, they have an equitable claim to enjoy the benefit of such 
public establishments as paying patients, and at an average cost of maintenance. 

The only mixed institutions into which the insane are received at a moderate 
rate, are St. Patrick’s Hospital and the Retreat; the accommodation in them is 
however far too restricted for general purposes, and they are consequently more 
appropriated for lunatics from the better classes of life and who may have fiillen 
into straitened circumstances. Of the manner in which tliey are conducted we 
take the present opportunity to express our approval, and it is a circumstance of 
pride to us to state that the asylum originally founded by the celebrated Dean 
Swift, when the treatment of lunacy was little studied, and humanity towards 
the insane still less practised, was and has ever continued, from the liberality 
and benevolence of its Governors as well as the high professional character of its 
attendants, a credit to the country. 

In concluding our observations on the state of lunatic asylums, and the several 
other institutions coming within the sphere of our supervision as the Inspectors 
of lunatics, it may not be inappropriate to subjoin the following extract from 
our late Report on private asylums, which alludes to the defective state of the 
existing law, and the circumstances rendering the present a favourable oppor- 
tunity of obtaining an enactment for the effective management of the Irish 
lunatic department : — 



“As the act 5 & 6 Vio., c. 123, will expire during tlie coming session of Parliament, and witli the 
prospect of early legislation, in finally closing these remarks, we would most respectfully direct your 
lordships’ attention to the difficulties experienced by us in the daily discharge of our official duties, 
arising from defects which apply without exception to all the existing enactments for public as well as 
private lunatic asylums in Ireland, and incidental to them not only in detail but in a more general 
application. Some of these defects have been already noticed in our Report of 1846, and again in a 
hill drawn up more recently, and submitted within the same year to tho Lord Lieutenant and Lord 
Chancellor — a measure whidi was found too limited, being only designed to amend the law relating 
to private institutions, and more particularly with i-eference to the very objectionable manner in which 
licences are granted. 

“The existing Private Lunacy Act coming into operation for the first time in 1842, when legislation 
on the subject was imperfect even in England, and whilst there was not, in Ireland a distinct 
authority, or any proper organization, in which to invest tho necessary powers, was by the late Lord 
Ohancelfor designed os a temporary expedient, nntil a more uniform and erJarged system could be 
introduced. This act, now six years in operation, would have expired in 1846, out as the projected 
hill was found inadequate, and at the close of the session a more general measure could not be intrO' 
duced, a short act was passed extending the present laws for a limited period. 
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“Our spliorc of duty during tlic interval having become gradually extended much heynnd ite Iiwpectore’ duties 
original limits, and fnuiing our usefulness, on the one Laud, daily impaired by the <lefectivu proviaions oxteuded. 
of previous acts, and our exertions, ou the other, continually retarded hy the circuitous intcrpo.dtion of 
powers conferred under the still older enactments for public asylums, dating some of them morf' than 
twenty veans back ; we would desire to impress upon your lordships’ attention that tho exigencies of 
the Irish department require an enactment such as that already in force in England ; we do not there- 
fore hesitate to recommend a consolidation of the different lunacy acts at present in force in Ireland, A cosisoli<iatiou of 
feelin*'- convinced that the interests of this branch of tho public servieo demand that a hill should be the suveralexi«tiuif 
suhniittod to Parliament during tho coming session, which would embrace within the rvaipaxt of n act-: reeouimeuded. 
single stntuk, a combined system of laws to regulate both the public and private lunatic asylums of 
this country. . , . . . 

“We have tbouglit it our duty to submit to your lonlslnps consideration tbis expression _ot our con- 
viction, feeling ^sured that the existing English enactment, and the bill before Parliament for 
Scotland, afford, with tho experience of this department, a strong precedent, and sufficient materials 
from which to frame a similar measure, adapted to the character and wants of our Irish asvlnmsj 
and when the occasion presents itself, we will endeavour, hy our suggestions on the several points in 
detail to show that a central authority, with an organization like that extended to England, and con- 
teinpUted for Scotland, could ho effectually applied in this country to carry out an iniprov^ sy.st<*m 
of superiutendence and management, and in a manner calculated to secure an uniforni and effective 
administration of our Irish institutions.” 

Since wc had the honour of presenting. to your Excellency the Report, from 
which the foregoing is an extract, wc received an official communication from the 
Chief Secretary; in consequence of which, we have already submitted a statement 
of our views — trusting the question will come under the consideration of Parlia- 
ment during the present session.

The Board send herewith some instructions framed by them for the guidance of the 
architects in preparing plans of lunatic asylums. 

From the personal communications which the Board have had 'rfith you, they believe that 
the instructions will be found to contain your general views on the proper arrangements to 
be followed in designs for such buildings ; but as some of the details may on further con- 
sideration require to be modified, the Board would be obliged by your returning the 
documents, with such marginal observations as may occur on perusaL 

There are some points on which the Board would wish to have further information to 
guide them in classification, &c. 

First What proportion out of each hundred patients may be assumed to compose the 

lowest class; that is, refractory, epileptic, and dirty, and for whom it is necessary to 
provide accommodation distinct from those’ who may, without injury, be divided into two 
superior classes, in rooms arranged on the ground floor, immediately adjoining the airing- 
yards ? 

Second "What proportion out of each hundred patients may be expected to be coptmea 

in the infirmary ? It is presumed, that common eases of sickness can be treated in the 
asylum, and that accommodation in the infirmary need only be provided to meet cases of 
infectious diseases and others of a serious nature. , 

Third Are the Board correct in providing a residence for a medical ofucer in addition 

to those for matron and superintendent, where the number of patients shall equal three 
huudi-ed? t r ^ 

Fourth— With respect to airing-yards, will it suffice to provido distinct yards tor two 
classes, leaving the first-class patients, such as the quiet chronic cases, without such, 
aggnmirg that tlicy can exercise in the pleasure-grounds adjoining the asylum.

In reply to your letter of the 9th instant I am directed by the Inspectors to state, for 
the information of the Board of Works, tliat the proportion of refractoiy, epileptic, and 
dirty patients does not admit of any accurate estimate. So much depends on circumstances, 
that in some asylums there are considerably more of the class alluded to than m others. 
The Inspectors, however, arc inclined to think, that in the institutions about to be erected, 
one-fift!i of the whole number of inmates, or twenty per cent., would bo au approximate 

To the second inquiry the Inspectors would suggest the infirmaries to bo erected, 
allowing a proportion of ten per cent, for invalids ; at tlio same time, recommending a 

greater area to each patient than in the common dormitory. t 

In reference to tho third qnestion, as to a dwelling for the medical officer, the In^ectore 
are fully satisfied of the expediency of having a medical gentleman resident m ^ 
asylums containing over 150 mraates. This, their conviction, they have urged, and w^ 
continue to urge, on the attention of Govermnent. They farmer consider, that the apartments 
of the medical attendant who is intrusted with the care of tho msane, and thereioro bylar 
the most responsible officer in the establishment, should bo in appropriate character. 

In conclusion, the Inspectors would strongly recommend a third airing-gi'ound for tho 
most tranquil patients ; but as they' are allowed a greater freedom out of_ doors, the 
Inspectors think the airing-gronnd intended for them may he restricted to Size, so as to 
afford more space for the other classes. • a xi i

6. On the first floor of the building the proportion 
of single rooms may be diminished, and the dormitories 
made to hold as many as eight or ten patients each, 
with rooms for attendants— say one to cvciy twelve 
patients. 

7. The upper floor of the building will bo appro- 
priated to the use of chronic cases, and such patients as 
are quiet and harmless, so that very few single rooms 
will be required for this class, and those for use only in 
case of patients being troublesome during the night.

10. The corridors should not exceed ten feet in 
width. Tlie windows in them should be large to open 
at the top. The windows of the building generally 
will be Large, and all. or neaiiy all, the frames to be of 
metal. The windows may be set as low as four feet 
from the floor. 

11. The kitchen to be large and wcU-vcntilatcd, de- 
tached from the main building, and approached under 
cover ; the laundry, wash-house, and drying -room all to 
be of large dimensions, so as to allow of an increased 
number of patients being admitted to the asylum 
Avithout having to alter these offices. 

Two or three work-rooms for trades will be re- 
quired in or adjoining the building on the male side. 
The laundry will be approached from the female side 
without passing by the kitchen. _ 

An engine-room must be provided at die rere of the 
kitchen, the boiler of which will supj)ly the laundry 
and kitchen with hot water and steam for cooking. 

Sleeping-rooms for a cook and laundress, and two 
rooms tor steward or clerk will be required, _as well as 
stores for meal and bread. A bakery and dairy should 
also be near the other stores. _ i 

The residence to be pro^■ided will be for a medi- 
cal officer, a superintendent, and a matron; there 
should be an office for clerk, and a board-room. Two 
rooms, one on each side of entrance buildiiig to_ be pro- 
vided for the reception of male and female patients on 
first arrhing, and for friends of patients when visiting 
them. , , 

Airing-yards will be adjoimug the building, say 
two on each side with separate approaches thereto. 

The staircase leading to the two upper floors should 
be walled up to the top, and not left with open rails. 
Partition walls fire proof, with iron doors to cut off 
communication, should be erected at intervals. 

An infirmary for each sex detached from the mam 
building to accommodate fifteen patients in each, with 
baths and water-closets. 

Kitchen and attendants’ room to be provided; also, a 
chapel with sittings for 150 pei-sons will be required. 
And it is also desirable to have a large room that can 
be used both as a school and music room. These may 
be arranged as detached buildings, or as forming part 
of the main building ; in the latter case, the school- 
room may be placed under the chapel.

I beg to acknowledge your letter of tbe 3rd December, 1847, conveying the 
opinions of the Inspectors of Luuatic Asylums, as to the various points adverted to in tlie 
Board’s “ Instructions for the Guidance of Architects upon furnishing designs for Lunatic 
Asylums.” 

With respect to the height of the boundary walls, the Board would wish for further 
information from the Inspectors, as it affects the safe custody of the lunatics, and is a 
subject on which the Inspectors’ opinion is of importance. The Boai-d concur in the view 
of making a good common fence, where in existence, serve as the boundary fence, and wiU. 
so direct their architect ; but if fences are to be built, the Boai-d much prefer waDs, and 
will reduce the height to such extent as the Inspectors consider advisable, below that 
named in the instiuctions, viz., six feet six inches.^ 

With respect to airing-yard walls, the opinion of the Inspectors as to their height, 
is not explicit. They state that “ the yards must necessarily he duly protected, with every 
regard to extent of prospect and free aii* but the point on which the Board wish to 
have the opinion of the Inspectors is the height of wall necessary between two airing- 
yards for different classes of lunatics. Is that stated in the instnictions, five feet six 
inches, sufficient ? 

The lining of the building with bricks has been provided for to prevent dampness in 
the interior ; without such, the Board do not think rubble masonry, with the generality of 
stone in this country, should be used for lunatic asylums. 

The Board will reduce the number of attendants’ rooms on the first and second floors as 
su^ested. 

To the subject of wide corridors, the Board have given much consideration ; and in 
fixing ten feet, have adopted a dimension gi-eater than has been used in this coimtry in 
lunatic asylums. Where the corridors are short, and can be used in winter as day-rooms, 
perhaps it would be advisable to make tliem wider when day-rooms are provided. The 
necessity for an increased width does not exist, except for appearance sake. Adding to 
the width of the corridors would considerably increase the expense of these buildings.

lu answer to your communication of the 24th instant, I am dii-ccted by the 
Inspectors to state in explanation of their minute, as to the most appropriate height of 
boundary walls, fences, &c., that fully coinciding iu the opinion of the Board of Works, 
that lunatic asylums should be divested as much as possible of the appearance of gaols 
or of places of confinement, and Appreciating the veiy liberal proportion of attendants as 
suggested by the Board ; that they, in proposing to do away with high walls as much as 
possible, were only anxious to carry out the intentions of the Commissionera. They, 
therefore, from experience, recommeuded the formation of natural fences when practicable 
and efficient. To elucidate these views, tbe Inspectors beg to adduce an instance, that of 
the Surrey Asylum, distant only a few miles from London, where upwards of fifty acres, 
totally unenclosed by walls, are simply protected by well-formed hedge-rows, the security 
of the inmates depending there on the proper surveillance of the keepers. However, 
when the Commissioners deem it more economical to erect walls, the Inspectors accede to 
their judgment. 

They would suggest the practicability, in many places, of building walls, say .three or 
four feet high, with ^uick-set hedges growing on or against 'them, as having less the 
character of circumscription. 

With regard to the airing-yards, the Inspectors deem that the division walls only 
between two yards, for different classes, particularly the violent, should be so high as to 
obviate all communication. 

In reference to the lining of the buildings with brick, and the width of tlie corridors, 
the Inspectors withhold any further opinion, such topics coming more immediately 
within the cognizance and province of the Commissionera.

In reply to your communication of the 30th ultimo, I am directed to state that the 
Inspectors deem the height proposed by the Commissiouors sufficient for every protective 
object. They would at the same time respectfully su"ge.st in those cases where the Board, 
in place of mixed fences and hedge-rows, preferred boundary walls, that if a elope was 
made on the asylum or inner side, the apparent elevation would be diminished. For 
example, a four ’foot wall exteriorly, with a sunk fence of three feet within the grounds, 
would afford ample security. 

The Inspectors by no means coincide in the vulgar prejudice, that prison-like walls are 
necessary to protect lunatics, a body resolvaldc into two great clas.ses — the tranquil and 
violent ; and as the latter, in their moments of excitement arc under particular surveil- 
lance, and restricted in their out-door freedom, there is no reasonable danger to be 
apprehended from tins an-angement wliich, affording an apparent amplitude of space to 
the inmates of the asylum to the eye of the visitor, divests the institution itself of its 
fancied terrors. The walls intended for the separation of violent patients from the more 
tranquil would, at the height of six feet six inches, bo quit© sufficient ; and a.s in general 
in each court-yard there is a projecting shed, that shed might abut on the boundary wall. 

In the other airing-yards, parapets with railing, admitting of various ornamental shrubs 
being trained up against them, as in some of the English and continental asylums, would 
not, in the opinion of the Inspectors, be at all unsuitable. 

In couclusiou, I am requested by the Inspectoi-s to express their satisfaction at the 
estimate formed by the Commissioners of theii- motives.

In reply, I am directed by the Comiuissioners to state for the iufoi-mation of the 
Inspectm -3 of Lunatic Asylums, that with respect to the inner slope alluded to, it has been 
prodded for in the Cork asvlura ; but as the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums consider she 
feet six inches not too high for a boundary wall, the sunk fences can be dispensed with. 
In fact, the height of tliis wall is not greater than that in close villa grounds, near largo 
towns, for keeping out trespassers. , . , • 

The suo-gestions for division walls will be considered, with a view to their adoption.

Local AuthBTitUs. to the Clerk of the Crown or Peace accompany the committals, sessions and assizes escape 
'without any investigation into their cases. We liave written to tlie governors of the 
various gaols throughout the kingdom for a list of the inmates confined in them as 
dangerous lunatics. Out of 368 cases already reported, not less than 173 are medically 
uncertified in the returns : the periods of detention intimated to us being in the adjoined 
proportion — under 6 mouths, 144 ; over 6 but under 12 months, 77 ; over 12 months and 
under 2 years, 61 ; over 2 and under 4 years, 58 ; over 4 and under 12 years, 28. 

In the course of our iuspeetious we liave met with more than one instance where the 
governors and immediate keepera testified to the unvaried quietude, temper, and sane 
behaviour of individuals committed as dangerous lunatics from the very first day of their 
confinement; and we are forced into the suspicion, that domestic quarrels induce relatives 
to swear to a dangerous insanity against members of their own family on insufficient 
grounds. Under these circumstances, whilst we are sensitively alive to the great import- 
ance of guarding against the real dangers of lunacy, and to the necessity of seeming a shelter 
to the insane, we would, in order to obviate the abuse of a wise legislation, respectfully 
suggest the propriety of having the attention of the magistrates dfrectod to the exact 
object of the acts 1 Vic., c. 27, and 8 and 9 Vic., c. 107 ; and of recommending to them, 
as a general rule, that a medical cei-tificate and sworn informations should accompany the 
committal of every so-called dangerous Imiatic or idiot. We think also it would be advisable 
for tho governors of gaols to intimate to this office, in. due courae, the particulars of each 
case, in order that from time to time we may be enabled to make inquiries, and report 
thereon to the executive when necessary.

Representations having been made to the Lord Lieutenant, that many persons have 
been committed to county gaols, as dangerous lunatics, without compliance with those 
requirements of the law, which have been enacted with the view of subjecting every such 
case to investigation, and thereby preventing the needless imprisonment of any individual, 
I am directed by His Excellency to request your particular attention to the statutes 1 Vic., 
c. 27, and 8 & 9 Vic., c. 107, under wfiich alone magistrates have any power to deal with 
cases of this description. 

The former of these statutes empowered any two justices of the peace for the 
county, &c., before wliom any person might be brought, wlio had been “ discovered and 
appreliended under circumstances denoting a derangement of mind, and a purpose of 
committing some crime for which, if committed, such person would be liable to be indicted,” 
to call to their assistance any legally-qualified physician, surgeon, or apothecary ; and if 
upon view or examination of tlie person apprehended, or from other proof, they should be 
satisfied tliat such person was a dangerous lunatic, or dangerous idiot, to commit such 
person, by wari'ant under their hands and seals, to the gaol of the county, &c. 

The statute 8 & 9 Vic., c. 107, provides, that “it shall not be lawful for the justices 
to commit such person to gaol, unless information on the oath of one or more ci-edible 
witness or witne^es shall have been made before the said justices, stating facts from 
which it shall appear that such person was discovered and apprehended under circum- 
stances denoting a derangement of mind, and a purpose of committing some crime, for 
which, if committed, such person would he liable to be indicted, and that such person is a 
dangerous lunatic, or a dangerous idiot ; and such justices shall, if they shall so think fit, 
bind the person or persons swearing such information, to appear at the next Commission, 
or Arizes, or General or Quarter Sessions of the Peace, whichever may first occur, which 
iiformation shall be retm-ned to the Clerk of the Crown or Peace;” and the act authorizes 
the presiding judges, judge of assize, assistant barrister-, or recorder, to examine the case 
and report thereon to the Lord Lieutenant. 

Ton will observe that, in every ease, an information in r^riting and on oath, taken 
before the two committing magistrates, is indispensable, and that such informatiou must be 
returned to the Clerk of the Crown or Peace. It will be advisable that the certificate of 
tire physician, surgeon, or apothecary, whom the magistrates are empowered by tlie first- 
mentioned act to consult, Mould be transmitted to the governor of the gaol, with the 
committal.
